IV.—That the trustee shall at all times conform to, and abide by, any rules relating to 
the administration of endowments under “ The Charitable Endowments Act, 1890,” which 
the Governor-General in Council, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 13 of that 
Act, may from time to time see fit to make. 

V.—That the trustee shail, in books to be kept by him, regularly enter or cause to be 
entered full and true eatries of all monies received and paid respectively on account of the 
said endowment, and shall from time to time submit to such public servant as the Local 
Government may from time to time appoint in that behalf, in sach form and at such timos 

» as the said Local Government may from time to time prescribe, an abstract of such accounts 
and such returns as to other matters relating to the management of the said fund and the 
© administration thereof as the said Local Government may from time to time see fit to require.

4. ‘Racking from cask to cask may be perfo ¥ in a warehouse, and casks in bad condi-. 
tion may have their contents racked out be peta casks. ; 

5. Empty casks must be properly drained before removal from a warehouse. 

6. The operation of putting wines or spirits together in a vat may only be performed in 
a compartment of a warehouse fitted and used for that purpose only, unless the vat is a close 
covered vessel which has been accurately gauged, and of which the hatch and discharge cock 
bias 4 secured by locks, the keys of which will remain with the bonding department. 

. Vats must be distinctly marked with their mumbers and capacity in gallons. 
The strength of spirits taken from a vat is to be ascertained by a sample from each cask, 

8. After any spirits have been racked from a vat, the remainder must be drawn off 
before any more spirits are put into the vat. 

Rules for the blending of spirits or wines in bond or the reduction of strength of 
spirits by water. 

9. Applications for permission to blend spirits or wines in bond or reduce for exporta- 
tion the strength of such spirits by water in the same warehouse are to be presented to the 
Collector of Customs. : : 

10. Each application must contain a full description of the spirits or wine to be mixed 
or reduced, and must be accompanied by a fee at the rate of Rs. 7 per diem, to cover the pay 
of an officer of Customs, to be deputed by the Collector, in whose presence the blending or 
reduction of strength must be effected. The Collector may at his discretion accept the fee 
for half a day at the above rate. 

. 11. Spirits in casks may be reduced with water for exportation only. Spirits so re- 
* @uced are inadmissible for home consumption. When water is to be added, so much spirit 
may be drawn off from each cask as is required to make room for the purpose. The over- 


drawings, if more than 9 gallons, may be rewarehoused, and if less than the quantity , 


specified, they must either be used in another operation or cleared on payment of duty. 

12. The amount of liquor drawn from each cask for the purpose of blending or 

reducing the me i will be shown as cleared or exported on the original bond, If any 

'Aeficiency be found on emptying a cask, duty thereon will at once be levied under section 116, 
but allowance under section 117 for such deficiency or any portion of it may be subsequently 
made by the Chief Customs Authority, if sufficient grounds exist. 

13. The blend when effected will be retested and regauged, and a fresh bond will be 
made out for the duty found leviable thereon. 

14. For the purpose of caloulating the period of three years under section 103, and the 
allowances for ullage and wastage under section 116, the date of the new bond will be taken 
to be the date on which the earliest of the bonds relating to any of the spirits in the operation 
was executed. 

15. ‘The spirits or wines blended must be the produce and manufacture of the same 


country. 

srg The words “blend,” or “reduced by water,” must be cut into or indelibly marked on 
the vat or cask mopar | the see. irits or wines, or spirits reduced in strength. Original 
marks and brands must be removed, unless all the spirits or wines be of the same mark. 

17. Wines and spirits may only be bottled from casks in @ bottling warehouse. No other 
operation may be performed in such warehouse at the same time. 

18. Wines and spirits intended for bottling must be removed from the warehouse to 
a bottling warehouse in presence of a Customs Officer. _ 8 

19. Bottles must be packed immediately after filling. Each package must contain a 
dozen or multiple of a dozen of quarts or pints, and the bottles in each package must be of 
uniform size. 

20. The officer deputed must record in his — book the numer of bottles filled 
before they are packed; the bottles must then be pack without unnecessary delay. The 
officer is to satisfy himself that the proper number of bottles are placed in each case, and see 
that packed cases are at once closed and fastened.

6. Any matriculated student who leaves the College before completing his University 
course, with the object of continuing his studies at.a medical school in Europe, may receive 
certificates of attendanoe at lectures on payment of fees at the rate fixed in the foregoing rule 
But in calculating the sum to be so paid, the amount of the fees already paid by him as a 
regular student, or, inthe case of a free student the amount which would have been paid by 
him had he been a paying student, shall be deducted. 

7. Any person not being a matriculated student of the College who wishes to attend 
any course of lectures, or any department of hospital practice, may do so with the permission 
of the Principal and Professor of the subject on payment, in advance, of fees at the rates 
fixed in paragraph 5. 1f he has passed the Entrance Examination of the University, he shall 
receive certificates of attendance at lectures. If he lias not passed the Entrance examination, 
he shall receive no class certificates. 

8. At the end of their first year, students will be required to pass a College test exam- 
ination in Anatomy, Chemistry, and Botany. Those who gain not less than 20 per cent. in 
two subjects, and not less than 15 per cent. in a third, will be eligible for promotion to the 
second-year class. Those who fail to gain the aforesaid percentage of marks will not be 
eligible for promotion, but will go through tho first-year class again.

L Control,—During the year under review the Ven’ble W. MacCarthy 
(Archdeacon of Calcutta) and Mr. George Irving, whose terms of office had 
expired by effluxion of time, were re-appointed to be Governors by the Govern- 
ment of Bengal, under rule 10 of the scheme for the management of the In- 
stitution, and Mr. Justice Rampini, ©.s., left India on furlough for about eight 
months.

II. Capital and Income.—The increased capital of the Institution stood, 
as in the previous year, at Rs. 10,35,500, and is held in the form of a stock 
certificate of the year 1865 by the Comptroller-General. It yields, at the rate 
of 3} per cent. per annum, less commission at } per cent. charged by the Comp- 
4roller-General, an annual net interest of Rs. 36,152, which is placed to the 
credit of the Institution in the Bank of Bengal. 

Ill, lection, Vacancies, §c.—The annual election was held at the end of 
August as usual. The addition towards the close of the year 1894 of a sum 
of Rs. 3,60,000 to the capital of the Fund enabled the Governors to make a con- 
siderable addition to the number of girls on the foundation. It is estimated 
that the increased income of the Fund will provide finally for the education 
and maintenance of 155 girls Accordingly, the number of vacancies advertis- 
ed was raised from 14, the average of the four preceding years, to 25. For these 
vacancies 87 applications were received, and 25 of the most deserving girls 
were elected to the foundation on the report of a Sub-Committee consistin 
of the Very Rev. Father Lafont, s.J., c.1.8., the Rev, F. W. Warne, Mr. W. ti 
Ryland, and Mr. George Irving. 

During the year 16 vacancies were caused by the withdrawal of girls b 
their parents or guardians, of whom 11 had attained the age of 17—the.limit 
ordinarily allowed under the rules. There were two deaths during the year. 
One girl who had attained the age of 17, and had passed the Oaleutta Uni- 
‘versity Entrance Examination, was, as a special case, granted a scholarship of 
Rs. 15 a month from the income of the Fund, tenable at the Woman’s College 
at Lucknow, to enable her to prosecute her studies up to the First Arts standard 


with the view of becoming a teacher.

IV. Education and Maintenance.—The average monthly cost of the educa- 
tion and maintenance of each girl on the foundation amounted to Rs. 17-0-8, 
against Rs. 16-6-9 in the preceding year. The increase in the cost is due to an 
enhanced rate of fees sanctioned for foundationers on the recommendation of 
Mr. Bamferd, who represented to the Governors that the rates hitherto 
allowed did not, in the case of many schools, cover the actual cost incurred by 
those institutions in the maintenance of foundationers. The total amount paid

(1) Test examination at the end of the first year.—TIf a student obtains less than 10 
per cent. of the marks in any two out of three subjects of examination, she shall not be 
allowed to continue in the College. 

(2) Pass examinations at the end of the second and third years.—In order to a 
student must gain 33 per cent. in each subject of examination. If a student fails in any 
two of the three subjects, or, failing in one subject only, if she gains'less than 25 per cent. in 
that subject, she shall be put back for one year. If she fails in one subject only, gaining 25 
per cent. or more in that subject, she shall be promoted to the next class, nt will be required 
to submit to re-examination in that subject, in addition to the examination in the regular 
subjects, at the end of the following year.

9. Applications for permission to blend spirits or wines in bond or reduce for exporte- 
tion the strength of such spirits by water in the same warehouse are to be presented to the 
Collector of Customs. ° rt 

10. Hach application must contain a full degeription of the spirits or wine to be mixed 
or reduced, and must be accompanied by a fee at the rate of Rs. 7 per diem, to cover the pay 
ofan officer of Oustoms, to be deputed by the Collector, in whose presence the blending or 
reduction of strength must be effected. The Collector may at his discretion edcept the fee 
for half a day at the above rate. 

11. Spirits in casks may be reduced with water for exportation only. Spirits so re- 
duced are inadmissible for home consumption. When water is to be added so much spirit 
may be drawn off from each cask as is required to make room for the purpose. The over- 
drawings, if more than 9 gallons, may be rewarehoused, and if less than the quantity 
specified, they must either be used in another operation or cleared on payment of duty. 

12, The amount of liquor drawn from each cask for the purpose of blending or 
reducing the strength will be shown as cleared or exported on the original bond. If an 
deficiency be found on emptying acask, duty thereon will at once be levied under section 116, 
but ‘allowance under section 117 for such deficiency, or any portion of it, may be subsequently 
made by the Chief Customs Authority, if sufficient grounds exist. 

13; The blend, when effected, will be retested and regauged, and a fresh bond will be 
made out for the duty found leviable thereon.

20. The officer deputed must record in his bottling book the number of bottles filled 
before they are packed; the bottles must then be pacliad without unnecessary delay. The 
officer is to satisfy himself that the proper number of bottles are placed in each case, and see 
that packed cases are at once closed and fastened.

22, The officer must see that in the labelling and corking of bottles, the provisions of 
the Merchandise Marks. Act are observed. 

23. Wines and spirits in bottle may, if it be necessary, be started into casks. 

24. Wines and spirits imported in cases may, if it be necessary, be adjusted and re- 
packed, but not more than once while in bond. Labels and capsules may be renowed, but not 
changed for others not identical in terms. 

5, Samples may, with the previous sanction of the Collector, be drawn from any case 
or cask, whether in the Bonded Warehouse or in the warehouse for operations on wet goods in 
bond, a.note being kept on the bond or Customs documents denoting the quantity so drawn. 

26. Spirits may be methylated in a warehouse. The spirits are to be gaugod and the 
strength ascertained prior to the operation; deficiency not exceeding legal allowance may 
be written off. 

27. After methylation, a sample must be drawn off and gent for the usual report to 
the Chemical Examiner.

NOTIFICATION. 
THE TRAINING OF TEACHERS FOR ENGLISH SECONDARY SCHOOLS. 


Hurnerro the course of instruction in Normal or Training Schools in Bengal has been 
vernacular only; the object of these institutions having been to turn out a supply of 
teachers for middle schools, in all of which, whether middle English or middle vernacular, 
the system of instruction is on @ vernacular basis and all subjects are taught through the 
vernacular, A new departure in this respect has now been sanctioned. Under the orders of 
Government, classes for the training of English teachers for high and middle English 
schools will be opened in June next, after the close of the summer vacation, in” the 
Training Schools at Calcutta, Hooghly, Dacca, Patna, and Outtack ; and teachers’ certificates 
of three grades will be issued to successful candidates after examination in the principles 
and practice of teaching. In the Educational Estimates for 1896-97 provision has been 
made for the necessary outlay, including the appointment of a qualified teacher on Rs, 100 
month in each of the five schools mentioned. 

2, The certificates to be issued to candidates will be of three grades :— 


(a) Candidates for the third or lowest grade certificate will be required to have passed 
the Entrance Examination, and will be admitted to @ course of one year’s 






Th 
duration in the Training School which they may select. During the course 
they will be instructed in the theory and practice of teaching, the necessary 
practice being given in the middle aglish sctool attached to the Training 
School. The examination for the certificate, theoretical and practical,/will be 
held at the close of tne year. © ¥ 


(2) Candidates for the second-grade teachership should have passed the First Arts 
Examination, and will be required to go through a course of study for 
one year, and to pass an examination, corresponding to those prescribed for 
the third-grade certificate. , 


(c) Candidates for the first-grade certificate should have passed the B.A. Examina- 
tion. They will not for the present be required to go through a preliminary 
course of study at the Training School ; but the certificate will be issued 
after an examination in the priuciples and practice of teaching. 


8. In default of qualified candidates who have passed the Entrance, First Arts, or 
B.A. Examination, candidates may be accepted who have failed in not more than one 
subject at either examination, provided they have passed in English. 

4. The subjects to be included in the course or standard of examination will be:— 
general principles and methods of the art of teaching, with applications to particular 
subjects; moral and physical training; the maintenance of school discipline; and the 
details of school management. 

6. Thirty stipends of Rs. 6 a month will be awarded by the Circle Inspector, on the 
recommendation of the Head Master, to qualified candidates for the second and third-grade 
teachership classes at the Calcutta, Hooghly, and Dacca Training Schools, 15 stipends 
being allowed to each class, At the Patna and Quttack Training Schools there will be 
10 scholarships of the like value for each class, or 20 in all, Some of the stipends will be 
reserved for Muhammadans, if there are qualified candidates of that creed. 

6. It has been stated above that candidates for second and third-grade certificates will 
be required to pass through the Training School course. Exceptions will, however, be made 
in favour of persons who have served with oredit as teachers for three years or upwards, 
who will be allowed to compete, without passing through a Training School, for the grade 
of certificate corresponding to their academical standing. A teacher who has held a certi- 
ficate of a certain grade with credit for five years will also be allowed to compete for the 
next higher grade of certificate, if his capacity as a teacher is certified as satisfactory by the 
Inspector of Schools. 

7. Oandidates for admission to the new certificate classes should apply to the Head 
Master of the school which they select, not later than the 15th May. The first examination 
for certificates will be held in April1897. Details of the course and standards of examination 
will be published hereafter. 

8. If, as is hoped, the necessary accommodation can be found for them, students of 
these classes will be required, like other students of the Training School, to reside on the 
premises under the ordinary rules as to discipline. ae 

9. If all the stipends are taken up and all the stipend-holders pass the examinations 
180 teachers’ certificates will be issued sunually, in addition to those which may be issued 
to candidates of various classes who do not read in the Training Schools or who do not hold 
stipends therein. The orders of Government are, that in the case of all new appointments, 
whether in schools under public management, or in aided or unaided schools, preference shall 
in fature be given to the holders of teachorship certificates. Managers of aided schools who 
neglect to comply with this rule will render themselves liable to the loss of their grant ; and 
similarly, managers of unaided schools to the deprivation of the right of competing for 
Government scholarships.

Certificates may be submitted in original, or true copies attested by an officer of the 

Engineer or Accounts Branch, but none will be returned :— 


(1) Certificate of good character signed by applicant’s immediate official superior or by 
the instructor under whom he has been educated, or by some other superior under whom he 
may have been brought up or employed, or to whom he may be weil kuown, (‘This certificate 
must have special refereace to the two years immediately preceding the application.) 

(2) Certificate of age (baptismal or of birth not required if the candidate is already in 
permanent Government employ). 

(3) Certificate that the application is in the candidate’s handwriting. 


It will rest with the Examiner of Accounts, to whom the candidate submits his appli- 
cation, on a consideration of these certificates, to decide whether the candidate should be 
registered for the examination or whether his application should be rejected. He will only 
forward the names of accepted candidates to the Principal, together with their applications 
in their own handwriting, statement of their ages, and fees, These should be transmitted 
altogether under one covering letter on the last duy allowed by the rule.

18. Junior scholarships of Rs. 8 per mensem and free tuition for ono year are annually 
awarded to ten students of the second year, on the results of the T'est and Honour examinations 
at the end of the first year. 

Scholarships of the same value are awarded to ten students at the commencement of their 
third year, on the results of the Test and Honour examinations at the end of their second year, 
provided they have passed either the Preliminary Scientific L. M. 8. or M. B. examination. 

Ten senior scholarships of Its. 12 per mensem and free tuition are awarded annually to 
students at the commencement of their fourth year, on the results of the Test and Honour 
examinations at the end of their third year, provided they have passed either the 1st L. M. 8, 
or Ist M. B. examination. These scholarships are tenable for two years, provided the holder

Students who from any cause fail to pass their University examinations at their first 
chance are not eligible for any of these scholarships, either junior or senior. 

19. The Goodeve scholarship of Rs. 12 per mensem, tenable for one year, is annually 
awarded to a matriculated student of the filth year, on the result of the midwifery test 
examination of the fourth year. . 

The F. ©. Chatterjee scholarship of Rs. 17 per mensem, tenable for a year, is annually 
awarded to the best matriculated student of Native Indian extraction, and whose conduct is 
certified to be good, in histology at the end of the fourth year. The examination takes place 
in June each year. 

The Abdul Gunny scholarship of Rs. 28 per mensem, tenable for one year, is annually 
awarded at the end of the fourth year to the best matriculated student in all subjects at the 
class examinations of the first to fourth year, inclusive. The award is made in May. 

The Duke of Edinburgh’s prize is awarded to the best in surgery among the matriculated 
students at the end of the fourth and fifth years. The examination takes place in December 
or January. 

The’ Bhola Nath Bose’s prize of Rs. 40 is awarded to the fourth-year matriculated student 
who proves himself to be the most successful at bedside diagnosis of disease, in surgery and 
medicine in alternate years, The award is made in January. 

A gold medal and certificates of honour are awarded to the best students in each subject 
at the Test and Honour examinations. 

The Goodeve and Macnamara silver medals are awarded to the best of the first-year 
native students in anatomy and chemistry respectively, on the result of the Test and Honour 

_ examinations. 
: A prize in Clinical Medicine is awarded annually to the best clinical clerk of the fourth 
and fifth-year matriculated students. This examination takes place in February. 

A prize in Clinical Surgery is awarded annually to the best clinical dresser of the fourth 
and fifth-year matriculated students. This examination will be held in February. 

© he Rivers Thompson silver medal is annually awarded to the best Muhammadan 

‘ “student who passes the final L. M. 8. or M. B. Examination of the Calcutta University. 

- The Lady Rivers Thompson prize of Rs. 50 is awarded to the lady-student who obtains 
‘the highest number of marks at the final examination. 

No student shall be allowed to compete for a prize when attending a course in excess 
of the number prescribed in the College curriculum. 

20. College scholars who receive less than Rs, 20 per mensem are not required to pay 
Rs. 35 per session.
